AMERICAN POLICE COSTS 
In the 247 American cities having a 
population of more than 30,000, 35.3 per 
cent of the people of Continental United 
Slates live. 
P’or the.se cities during 1925, 
the operation and maintenance of police 
depai'tment.s, court and institutions relat­ 
ed to the police cost $220,241,7 52, a per 
capita of $5.41. 
The judicial cost, says 
the bureau of the census, is only partly 
represented as criminal costs in superor 
court are generally a charge upon the 
county or the state. 
The per capita in­ 
creased from S» 3.05 in 1915 to $5.41 in 
1925, or from a total of $94,8 69,98 6 in 
1915 to $220,241,7 52 in 1925. 
Payments for the operation and main­ 
tenance of the police service for 1925, the 
Imreau of the census says, amounted to 
$157 ,194,635, or a cost per person of 
$3.86 against $2.08 ten years before. The 
('xpenditures for this department alone 
represented 10.3 per cent of the expendi- 
lures for operation and maintenance of 
;ill general departments of cities, being 
next in importance to that for schools 
which constituted 37.5 per cent of such 
expenditures. 
General 
departments 
do 
not incudc public service enterprises such 
a.s waterworks, electric light plants or sim­ 
ilar utilities. 
For 1925, the per capita 
cost 
ranged 
from 
ninety-two 
cents 
at 
Hazelton, Pa., to $10.7 6 at Atlantic City. 
The 247 cities considered in the report 
have 
accumulated 
police 
department 
property to a total of $53,495,18 4, for 
binds, buildipgs and equipment, the grand 
total for al general departments being 
$4,97 3,436,227 . 
Thus, the police proper­ 
ty represents 1.1 per cent of the whole 
where it was 1-2 per cent ten years be­ 
fore. 
Even a cursory glance at these fig­ 
ures is enough to show that police protec­ 
tion comes high, hut it must be had. 
As 
cities grow and as new devices multiply, 
the police co.sts mount, as the depart­ 
ments must be further equipped to com­ 
bat the criminal. 
The horse was fleet 
(. nough twenty years ago, but its useful­ 
ness in police service nowadays is very 
limited. 
That is just one of many phases 
(;f the changes which American police 
have had to face. 
Police to be of sendee 
must he furnished with the essentials.

Other large cities probably have 
the .same experience in only slightly vary­ 
ing degree.s. 
Santa Ana has no less than 
lOO letters a week that go to the dead let­ 
ter office because of careless addressing. 
One question whether the letters so 
saved from the oblivion of the dead letter 
office are worth anywhere near $30,000 
multiplied by the num.ber of large post- 
offices doing such rescue work.

There is no way of resolving to build up 
a habit in one’s life of saying only kindly 
things until quiet reflection has shown the 
need of something else. 
This is not a text for weaklings, a coun­ 
sel of meeknes.< to the point of being 
trodden upon. 
It was not a weak man 
who prayed, “ Set a watch before the door 
of my lips,” nor a fool who wro te, “ She 
openeth her mouth with wisdom, and in 
her tongue is the law of kindness.”

Andre Tardieu does a service to both 
the United States and France in his new 
volume entitled “ France and America.” 
When it is remembered

common have had but “ short periods of 
political cooperaton— less than 10 years 
in all, out of 140” — and that such co­ 
operation was “ the. result not of sentiment 
but of interest,” it may seem strange that 
the tradition of close and especial friend­ 
ship at present certainly needs new ef- 
fofts at conciliation. 
Here are two i*epublics, two landmarks 
in democracy— but in manner of life and 
political thought how different! 
A spaci­ 
ous land and a crowded land; a nation 
w’hose neighbors were Indians, buffaloes 
and prairie dogs and a nation hemmed in 
by strong and hostile powers, cursed by 
perpetual wars on the boundary; a na­ 
tion of pioneers and a nation where “ the 
Lemoines of Saint Aubin have plowed the 
same furrows for 350 years” ; a nation 
obsessed by progress and a nation desir­ 
ing, above all, security; a nation of wast­ 
ers and a nation of thrift.

where; but collectively here are two peo­ 
ples so widely diverging in daily habit 
that they can

For reasons, the French King helped 
the American revolution. 
Shortly after,

1917 we were

standing in camp and capital, to be fol­ 
lowed by justified resentment in France 
over the handling of the debt question.
